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LICKING COUNTY FAIR FOR 1869 


The Managers have this season been at more than usual expense in repairing the 
hails and putting the grounds in the best condition possible for the accommodation of 
both Exhibitor and Visitor, and every effort has been made and will continue to be made 
to render a visit to the Fair in every way pleasant and profitable. 

An examination of the Premium List will show that many important changes have 
been made in it, and the number and amount of premiums greatly increased over those 
of last season. 

Last year the Managers tried the experiment ul continuing the Fair one day longer 
than had previously been the usage, making* four days in all, and the experiment giving 
such universal satisfaction, inasmuch as it allowed persons in attendance greater leisure 
for the exchange of views relative to stock-breeding, agriculture, etc., and the sale and 
exchange of seed, it is again thought advisable to repeat it. 


THE GROUNDS. 

The grounds of the Society are located about a mile west of the city of Newark, and 
embrace what is known as the “Old Fort,” perhaps the most interesting work of antiquity 
upon the continent, and the subject 01 much investigation and speculation by many of the 
learned archeologists of the country. The “Fort” is a stupendous earthwork of over a 
mile in circumfrence, and containing within the embankment about 30 acres. The em¬ 
bankment, which is a perfect circle with the exception of an entrance 50 feet in width on 
the south side, stands at the present day at an average height of over 20 feet, upon the 
inner side of which is a ditch 20 feet deep, cobbled with small stone in the most artistic 
manner. In the center of this circle is a mound, built in the form of an eagle with 
pinions spread, in length is about 80 feet and in breadth 50 feet. Upon the embankment 
are now growing stately oaks, which have stood the storms of at feast five hundred years. 
The mound and embankment are the work of a race of people who flourished long anterior 
to the discovery of America by our ancestors, whose knowledge of the arts was greatly 
in advance of the people then inhabiting the country, but of whose history we have not 
even a tradition. Their design, for whatever purpose built, whether as a fortification 
against the attacks of an enemy or as a place of worship, will probably always remain a 
matter of speculation. 

To those who have never seen these and other similar works in the vicinity of Newark 
the time and expense of a visit will be amply repaid in their examination, and the occa¬ 
sion of the Fair will afford an excellent opportunity.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Cards will be furnished with the number 
and classes as entered at the office, which are 
to be placed on the animal or article exhib¬ 
ited. 

Articles or animals competing for prem¬ 
iums must be owned by the exhibitor. 

No animal or article can compete for two 
premiums in the same class. 

An animal entered for exhibition in one 
class can not compete for any premium in 
any other class* except in the ‘‘herd” and 
“sweepstakes.” Evidence will be required 
that animals exhibited as “breeders” are not 
“barren.” Coavs for stock and brood mares 
must have produced a calf or colt within the 
two years last past. 

Persons entering stock and giving false 
statements, must forfeit premiums. 

Applicants for premiums on field crops, 
must send in their statements as required to 
the office of the Secretary. 

The judge on stock must be satisfied as to 
the regularity of the entries in their respec¬ 
tive classes. 

The judges on fat cattle will give particular 
attention to the animals submitted for exam¬ 
ination, It is believed that all other things 
being equal, that those are the best cattle 
that have the greatest weight in the same 
superficies. 

No viewing committee shall award any 
discretionary premiums. When, however, 
articles of merit, superior in their character, 
are presented, and which are entitled to 
special commendation, the judges are desired 
to notice them particularly, and refer them 
to the Board for consideration. 

When there is but one exhibitor, although 
he may show several animals in a class, only 
one premium will be awarded; the first or 
otherwise, as the merits of the animal mtiy be 
judged. 


No person whatever will be allowed to in¬ 
terfere with the judges during their adjudica¬ 
tions. 

The managers will have the article belong¬ 
ing to their departmeut systematically arran¬ 
ged so that the articles or animals to be ex¬ 
amined by the committee shall be together. 

Sheep must be shorn after the 16th of May 
and housed sheep will not be permitted to 
compete with unhoused. 

Long wool sheep must be shorn after the 
20th of April. 

A written statement of the process of the 
manufacture of sugar, molasses, butter and 
cheese, and also of the manner and cost of 
feeding fat cattle must be furnished the com¬ 
mittee by the exhibitor. 

The premiums in Entry Books 4 and 5 are 
open to the State, except as to double teams. 

Exhibitors in Entry Books 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 
6, will be taxed ten per cent on the highest 
premium for Avhich they compete, to be paid 
with the entrance fee (which is one dollar,) 
and exhibitors who take premiums on cattle 
and sheep shall be required to pay five per 
cent, on the amount of premiums awarded to 
them, and shall this amount be deductedjfrom 
their premiums by the Secretary at the time 
he issues the order for the same. 

The animal which took the first premium 
last year will not he entitled to compete this 
year, except for premium in sweepstakes, but 
if exhibited will be properly noticed by the 
committee. 

The judges are required to give a succinct 
statement of the reasons of their decision. 

Premiums will he paid ten days after the 
close of the Fair, and all premiums uncalled 
for by the first of January, 1870, will be for¬ 
feited to the Society. 

Stock must be entered before they are 
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brought into the inclosure, and must be in 
the inclosure by noon of the second day. 

Committees are required to attach, without 
delay, a premium card to all articles to which 
a premium is awarded. 

Iso stock or other article will be allowed 
to be taken from the ground without per mis 
sion of the Board, until the Fair is over. 

Applications to make entries must be made 
at the Secretary’s office. 

Farms and gardens will be judged between 
tiie 19th and 26th days of June, and entries 
in these classes must be made by the 19th. 
day of June. 

Persons failing- to comply with the above 
rules will forfeit theif premium.
